TIIEREAS it is expedient to assimilate the Law as to the 
y Inland Fisheries of Ireland to that of England : Be it 
therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows :

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X. No Person stall upon any Pretence whatsoever at any Time 
take, kill, or destroy, or have in his or her Possession, either on the 
Water or on the Shore, or shall bring to Shore, or cry or carry about, 
sell, offer, or expose to or for Sale, or shall exchange for any Goods
